Professor Marquiz, of Lausanne University, 
has made somo interesting experiments which 
geem to prove that evidence given in Jaw courts 
is seldom reliable.

attempting to‘oxport Russian -3-routlo bank. 
notes, aud the Ounka Central and other police 
suthorities huve sites engaged in s rigorous 
seerch for accomplices One of th doieclives 
learnt that 4 printer named Yamamoto Sonturo,

LORD CREWE'S CIRCULAR TO THE CROWN 
COLONIES, is

Among the trersures. df philatolists aro what 
are called snroharged stamps, that is to say, 
stamps of-one kind or denomination which have 
had-mattor printed upon their faces in order to 
alter them to another kind or denomination, . 
One of the causes of surcharging haa heen the 
sudden discovery of a scarcity of somo particular 
kind of stamp. ; 


In a circular to the various Crown Colonies, 
Lord Crewe, the Colonial Secretary, has ex- 
pressed disapproval of the practice so far as 
those Colonies are concerned. In the course of 
the cireular he says :— : . 


“T have the honour to inform you that my 
attention hes recently bean called on sevéral 
occakions to disputes, and irrogulurities in 
various Crown. Colonies- arising in connection 
with the sale of postage stamps to persons who 
dest in them for purpores of trude. 

« Thp more serious. difficulties which bave re- 
cently len experienced bave- heen connected - 
with insues of surcharged stamps. Attention 
a8 called to the objéctions -to such ivsues in 
Lord Ripen’s circular despatch of August 18, 
1893, in which it was pointed out that surcharg« 
ing_should be gnnecessary if proper care ia 
taken to maintain a suffigient supply of stamps.
